University in California said the 
school expects to lose 450 stu- 
dents from an expected enroll- 
ment of 11,000 because of the 
Congressional delay and cut- 
backs in other federal aid pro- 
grams like those under the Na- 
tional Defense Education Act. 


Richard M. Keefe, dean of ad- 


missions at St. Louis University, 
said "There must be lOOcases" 
of students unable to get loans. 
Speaking of Congress, he added, 
"I don't know what they can be 
thinking of. This is where the 
need is greatest. It's really 
tough because most of this goes 
to help black students." 


Bob Billings, director of the 


office of student financial aid at 
Kansas University said, "It's 
my impression that many apply 
for these loans, but few are suc- 
cessful. Financial need is not 
the criterion for receiving one of 
these loans. Generally it is the 
bank's best customers—not the 
people who really need the mon- 
ey—who get the loans." He said 
2,200 students had applied for 
loans and only 1,000 received 
approval. 


Although many college offi- 


cials said the poor students 
would be hit hardest, 
others 


said those in the middle-income 
group would feel the squeeze 
most. Robert Clark of the finan- 
cial department at Oklahoma 
State University, noted, for ex- 
ample, that other types of aid 
are available to the poorer stu- 
dent, 


Villanova University in Penn- 


sylvania is giving students who 
have pending loan applications 
until the end of November to 
pay tuition, Charles DieUler, 
comptroller, said, '-The appli* 
cant's

are 


treated as if he had already re* 
ceived the loan and we are not 
keeping him out of class, In No- 
vember, the financial situation 
will be reassessed to check the

Colleges are trying to help 


students and give them advice 
when they can. 


The president of Kansas State 


University made an extra effort 
to find jobs for students and

At Ohio University in Athens, 


Michael L'Heureux, director of 
financial aid, said a work»study 
program providing the student 
between $1,500 and $1,800 is 
being offered. 


L'Heureux said such a pro- 


gram would help middle-income 
youngsters, but would not do 
much for those from poor fami- 
lies. Discussing the loan cut- 
back, he said 77 new graduate 
students had applied for govern- 
ment-guaranteed loans, but ap- 
proval was expected for only 10. 
Last year, he said, about 50 of 
the 77 would have been ap- 
proved. 


The 
major reason for the 


problem is that the loans-at 7 
per cent— are simply not profit- 
able. 


Willard Acers, director of fi- 


nancial aid at 
South Dakota 


State University at Brookings, 
sent letters to 75 banks in the 
state, asking if they were going 
to issue loans to college stu- 
dents. 


Of the 
56 banks that an- 


swered, 38 said they would con- 
tinue the loans and 18 said no. 
Those who said no cited low in- 
terest rates, length of repay- 
ment, abuses of loans by stu- 
dents and the large amount of 
paperwork. 


Under the new legislation, the 


student still would pay only 7 
per cent. The government would 
assume 
charges 
over 
that 


amount to a maximum of 10 per 
cent. 


The loan program provides 


that the government pay all in- 
terest charges during school 
years except for students whose 
families have an adjusted gross 
income of more than $15,000 a 
year. The student assumes the 
obligation after graduation.

In rejecting the motion by Mr. 


and Mrs. Joseph Kopechne of 
Berkeley Heights, N.J., Judge 
Bernard C. Brominski of Com- 
mon Pleas Court said he had the 
authority to order an autopsy. 


The Kopechnes had argued 


that Pennsylvania had no jur- 
isdiction to act on the autopsy 
request by DJst. Atty. Edmund 
Dinis of New Bedford, Mass. 


Dinis wants the autopsy re- 


sults for an inquest he plans into 
the woman's death. 


That inquest was scheduled to 


begin 
today 
in 
Edgartown, 


Mass., but attorney's for Kenne- 
dy forced a postponement, prob- 
ably of two weeks or more. 


Miss Kopechne, 28, was killed 


when a car driven by Kennedy 
plunged off a narrow bridge on 
Chappaquiddick Island off the 
Massachusetts coast. An assist- 
ant 
medical examiner ruled 


death was caused by drowning. 
He did not perform an autopsy. 


Miss Kopechne is buried in 


nearby Larksville in the hard 
coal 
region of northeastern 


Pennsylvania. 


Brominski gave Dinis 20 days 


to amend his petition for an au- 
topsy. 


The judge said that his re- 


search 
of 
Pennsylvania law 


makes it very clear that he lias 
the authority "to grant an exhu- 
mation and autopsy in a proper 
case." 


But the judge said that Dinis 


must "set forth sufficient facts 
under Pennsylvania law to war- 
rant" an autopsy. 


Thus Brominski adopted the 


complaint of the Kopechnes that 
the Massachusetts prosecutor 
must show "the circumstances 
of death (has not been) clearly 
established" and that an autop- 
sy will resolve "the doubt and 
suspicion s u r r o u n d i n g the 
death."

11,335 men and women aged 65 
and over in the greater Boston 
area, 


Contrary to what they had 


thought before launching their 
survey, age itself had no direct 
relationship to morale—at least 
as long as the key morale-sus- 
tainers were present. 


And the same holds true for 


level of education and whether 
the aged person is native-born 
or an immigrant. On the latter 
point, the researchers said they 
had figured that 
immigrants 


"might have special difficulty 
adjusting to old age." 


While declaring their analysis 


is "somewhat preliminary," the 
psychologists said the findings 
might have broad implications 
toward helping the needy aged. 


"If level of education, genera- 


tion in this country, or age itself 
had been found to be critical to 
morale," they said, "there 
would be little the community 
could do. 


"However, level of income, 


condition of housing, and the 
number of social contacts out- 
side the home are all problems 
with which community 
pro 


grams can help; and programs 
of preventative medicine seem 
likely to be able to raise the 
general level 
health among 


aged. In this sense the data are 
something of a challenge; it 
seems likely that something can 
be done.'

Cities Line 
Up tor Hixon's 
Welfare Plan 


COLORADO SPRINGS, Colo. 


(AP) — Organizations repre- 
senting the nation's cities are 
lining up behind the Nixon ad- 
ministration's welfare and reve- 
nue-sharing proposals in a new 
alliance that puts them at odds 
with governors of major indus- 
trial states. 


The situation, becoming in- 


creasingly apparent as the mu- 
nicipal groups play an unprece- 
dented part in this week's Na- 
tional Governors Conference, 
represents a dramatic change 
from the early days of the Nix- 
on administration. 


Then Vice President Spiro T. 


Agnew gave the mayors and 
their groups the impression that 
the new Republican administra- 
tion would deal primarily with 
the states, and that cities would 
have to deal through states in 
contacts with the federal gov- 
ernment. 


But, according to Gov. Daniel 


Evans of Washington, one of the 
architects of the revenue-shar- 
ing proposal to channel federal 
funds without strings to states 
and on to cities, it became ap- 
parent that the interests of the 
cities and the administration 
were very much alike. 


Spokesmen for the municipal 


groups made clear during busi* 
ness sessions of the conference 
here and in reacting to Presi» 
dent Nixon's address Monday 
night that they fee} the princi- 
pies of the revenue sharing and 
welfare proposals are far more 
important than any inequities 
that might exist now in their 
specifics. 


"U this were the final propos- 


al," President Jack Maltesterof 
the U.S. Conference of Mayors 
said in an interview, "we might 
be strongly opposed." 


But he pointedly declined to 


go along with criticism by Gov." 
Richard J. Hughes of New Jer- 
sey, who charged the programs 
plus the House-passed tax re- 
form bill constitute a significant 
lost opportunity to help the cit- 
ies' desperate problems.

We use it ourselves but 
would simply have gone to 
three no-trump with this 
particular North hand. We 
might add that Sam Stay- 
man would also have left his 
convention alone this time 
and gone directly to three 
no-trump. You don't really 
need to look for a major suit 
fit with this sort of North 
holding. 


Of course, our friend was 


also most unlucky in running 
into inspired defense. 


West started the ball roll- 


ing for his side by opening 
a heart. East took that first 
trick with his king and 
looked around, for some way 
to beat the four-spade con- 
tract. Finally he hit on the 
killing defense. 


There were 21 high-card 


points in his hand and the 
dummy. That left 19 for West 
and the declarer. Give de- 
clarer 16 and West could hold 
the king of clubs. East de- 
cided to play him for that 
card and he shifted to a 
club — but he also shifted 
to the right club — the 10. 


This play left our friend 


with no place to go but down. 
He could duck entirely, rise 
with the ace or cover with 
the jack, but the 
defense 


were going to wind up with 
two club tricks and two heart

Q—For several years my 


husband 
has 
had severe 


headaches in the fall. They 
last for about six weeks. Be- 
lieving that they are caused 
by some pollen, our doctor 
prescribed an antihistamine. 
But it didn't help. 
What 


would you suggest? 


A—Seasonal headaches are 


almost always due to an al- 
lergy. Antihistamines some- 
times relieve but never cure 
them. An allergist may be 
able to identify the'offending 
allergen and treat your hus- 
band by desensitization or 
other means. 


Q—Is there any way a 


doctor can tell whether a 
headache is caused by nerv- 
ous tension, migraine, neu- 
ralgia or the forerunner of a 
cerebral hemorrhage? 


A—The headache brought 


on by tension is usually dull, 
persistent and felt through- 
out the whole head or as a 
constricting band around the 
head. Migraine, often asso- 
ciated with an attack of zig- 
zag or shimmering blindness 
and vomiting, is intense and 
localized in front on one side 
only. A neuralgic headache 
is usually located in the 
region of the cheek bone 
rather than in the skull. 


None of these conditions 


are a forerunner of a stroke, 
which is usually a complica- 
tion of hardening 
of 
the 


arteries and high blood pres- 
sure. 


Q—Why do I wake up with 


a severe pain in my fore- 
head almost every morning? 
Any helpful suggestions? 


A—Morning headaches are 


usually 
associated 
w i t h 


chronic sinusitis or chronic 


kidney disease. The first step 
toward relief is to determine 
the cause. 


Q—I get a slight pain in 


my left or right temple 
(never both) that lasts a few 
minutes, then goes away. I 
blame it on tension, but I 
wonder 
whether 
a 
brain 


tumor starts this way? 


A—A person with a brain 


tumor more often than not 
has no headache in the early 
stages. Wheiij because of its. 
size or location, the "tumor" 
does cause a headache the 
characteristics vary so wide- 
ly that the headache is of no 
value as a diagnostic sign. 


Q—Is cancer catching? 
A—Although the mode of 


transmission of cancer is 
still not well 
understood, 


there is ample evidence that 
it is not contagious.

Treatment of

newsmen of torture, hunger and 
solitary confinement. 


Defense Secretary Melvin R. 


Laird followed this with a state- 
ment saying "North Vietnam 
has violated even the most fun- 
damental standards of human 
decency." 


Hanoi, Laird said, "consist- 


ently has claimed through prop- 
aganda statements that our men 
are being treated humanely." 
This has been clearly refuted, 
he said. 


Frishman said his story was 


told because of "a strong obliga- 
tion to those still back there to 
get the truth out," 


The lieutenant said American 


prisoners have had their finger- 
nails pulled out, been burned 
with glowing cigarette 
ends, 


beaten, suspended from beams 
by ropes, and cast into tiny al- 
most airless cells for months on 
end. 


"You resist so long," he said, 


"but it is only a matter of time 
before they can make you do 
anything they want you to do." 


Frishman indicated his words 


may well cause further torture 


occupied by guerrilla gunners. 


Later in the day Israeli jets

etc., to his mental attitudes 
and motivations. 


"It is always hazardous to 


attempt to appraise a men- 
tal attitude, but attitudes are 
important," says this man- 
ual prepared by the Ameri- 
can Bankers Association for 
use by its 14,000 member 
banks. "But it is possible al- 
ways to take cognizance of 
the case in which an attitude 
is made clearlv manifest " 
and the manual. go.es. on .to 
fell how to pick out the mani- 
fest cases. 


There is the matter of 


"motivation in the transac- 
tion." Here the loan officer 
is attempting to "judge the 
relationship of the borrower 
to the property." He's trying 
to find out how strongly at- 
tached you arc to the prop- 
erty you want to buy and 
how likely it is that you'll 
stay strongly attached. In 
short, why do you want to 
buy this particular house, in 
this particular location? 


For example, "the 
incen- 


tive of 'keeping up with the 
Joneses' is sometimes mani- 
fested by a desire on the 
part of the borrower to pur- 
chase a house which is be- 
yond his means," the man- 
ual points put. This warns 
the loan officer that you, as 
a prospective borrower, may 
regard the house more as a 
status symbol than as a 
home valued for its genuine 
appeal to the family 
that 


will live in it. 


How do you make this look 


good on your application? 
Don't stretch too much sim- 
ply for the sake of "moving 
up." 
Pick a h o u s e that 


doesn't put a strain on your 
f i n a n c i a l capabilities and 
one the family can become 
attached to not iust a house 


that satisfies your ego. 


You'll be rated, as a bor- 


rower, on "personal finan- 
cial management." As the 
manual says, "It is not to be 
expected that borrowers will 
receive a perfect rating" on 
this one. 
(It's 
possible for 


loan officers to assign actual 
point scores and rate bor- 
rowers on the basis of 100 as 
a perfect score.) Everybody 
gets his share of troubles— 
as any banker well knows— 
and what's of interest here 
is how well you'll manage in 
a pinch. 


"Is he resourceful," the 


manual asks, "and can he 
adapt to meet a situation 
caused by economic changes 
beyond his control?" 


How do you make your ap- 


plication look good here? 
You'll have to start making 
a record—if you don't al- 
ready have one—of knowing 
how to manage your affairs. 
In the event of "circum- 
s t a n c e s beyond your con- 
trol," knowing how to re- 
trench, tighten up, cut back, 
get things under control. 


A loan officer would a lot 


rather sec 
an application 


that s h o w s a prospective 
borrower has been in trou- 
MS. Bnd kflew how to jet 
out, than one that indicates 
the borrower doesn't think 
there's any such thing as 
trouble. 


You'll be judged—or pos- 


sibly scored—on w h e t h e r 
you overuse credit. "Unusu- 
ally large use of credit, even 
though the borrower has met 
his obligations, warrants a 
low rating on this feature," 
says the manual. 


What it all adds up to is 


the picture of a borrower 
who doesn't pverextend him- 
self or put himself in a pre- 
carious financial 
situation, 


particularly with respect to 
the house he p r o p o s e s to 
buy. 


Sorry, but there doesn't 


seem to be any way to doc- 
tor up an a p p l i c a t i o n to 
make it look good. The best 
way to get a loan applica- 
tion a p p r o v e d is to apply 
sound principles of financial 
management, both in picking 
a house to buy and for sev- 
eral years before.
